foliage.and that if an infestation 
appears adjacent to a field in 
which crops are growing, or ad- 
jacent to orchards, control meas- 
ures should be taken. 

Formula for poison bait is: One 
sack of bran, six sacks of saw- 
dust, and two quarts of sodium 
arsonite, with sufficient water to 
mix into a mash. Twenty-five 
pounds of the poison mix is used 
per acre. 

The bait should be put out in 
the early morning, since when 
the temperature gets to 85 de- 
grees, the hoppers move off the 
ground, and after the bait dries 
out, it is not effective. 

He says that in some areas, 


bait is put out from about 2 a.m. 


until 9 a.m.; the poison bait may 
be used in fields ‘with livestock 
provided it does not ‘‘ball up.” 

Bait can be prepared at the of- 
fice: of the agricultural commis- 
sioner in Visalia; a} supply of poi- 
son and bran can be obtained at 
the office, with the person using 
the mix to be billed by the firm 
supplying the material. 

Farmers must bring their own 
sawdust and extra sacks for the 
prepared, poison mix. 

Mankins says that an effective 
spray has been used in the Wood- 
lake area: A-half gallon of Deil- 
dren to five gallons of water per 
acre. 

Best control is obtained if the 
hoppers are caught before the 
stage in which they take wing.

PRESENT SITUATION IN TULARE COUNTY 


By John H.' Foott, 
Farm Advisor 


VISALIA, June 27 — The trend 

- as of June 21 shows a sharp in- 
crease in number of Oriental fruit 
moths flying. This represents the 
rise of the third flight. , 

Worms found in the foliage at 
this date were at a low ebb. It is 
possible to find a few maturing 
worms. This. indicates that the 
new brood of worms should show 
an upward trend shortly. We an- 
ticipate that the next brood of 
young ‘worms will show in: good 
numbers within the next 10-day 
period. 

For August. ripening peaches 
we believe that treatment should 
not begin now. Hold off until 
hatching gets under way. 

Fortunas and other early va- 
rieties present a very special prob- 
lem. There may be time for only 
one treatment to clear residues, 
and therefore this application 
should be applied immediately. 
Count back 21 days from antici- 
pated ripening date and apply 50 
pounds of 10% DDT dust per acre 
one time only. If the anticipated 
date is less than 21 days, then cut 
the dust to 50 pounds of 5% DDT 
dust and try to get it on at least 
the 15th day prior to harvest. 

The special treatment for early 
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July fruit may be out of step for 
treatments applicable to later rip- 
ening fruits. 

The minimum time limit before 
harvest date — 21 days for 10% 
DDT dust or 15 days 5% DDT 
dust are based on our own resi- 
due date. The Agricultural Ex- 
tension service cannot advise to 
apply beyond these dates even 
though it may be desirable for 
more complete control.

LAND TRANSFER 
WILL BRING 
WATERFOWL AREA 


WASHINGTON, D.C., June 27— 
Administrative transfer of about 
4,350 acres of acquired lands west 
of Pixley, in California, from the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture to 
the U.S. Department of the Inter- 
ior is being proposed to facilitate 
wildlife and land conservation 
programs, the two Federal depart- 
ments have announced. 

The proposed transfer consists 
of lands acquired for rehabilita- 


tion about 25 years ago under 
various laws which later became 
the Bankhead Jones Act. These 


lands, comprising a major portion 
of a land utilization project in 
Tulare county, are now used for 
grazing and agriculture. Approx- 
imately 800 acres of the project 
lands are being retained for the 
use of the Forest service. 

The lands proposed for trans- 
fer will be administered by~ the 
Bnited States Fish and Wildlife 
service, and upon development 
will help fill a critical need for a 
waterfowl feeding and resting 
ground in the upper San Joaquin 
valley. 
permits on these. lands would con- 
tinue in effect at the present fees 
and the county’s percentage of the 
receipts would also remain the 
same. 


The Forest service explained 
that the lands proposed for trans- 
fer were in a depleted condition 
at the time of acquisition by the 
Federal government, due to over- 
use, drought; or wind erosion. Un- 
der the department of agricul- 
ture’s rehabilitation program, 
however, grass cover has been es- 
tablished. 


Present land users and other 
interested groups are being con- 
tacted by local representatives of 
both departments to explain de- 
tails of the transfer. Comments 
may be submitted to the Regional 


Forester, Forest Service, San 
Francisco, California, or to the 
Regional Director, Bureau of 


Sport Fisheries and Wildlife, Port- 
land, Oregon.
